The A bill that was attached to the bill we thought
i nc l u de d i n c r e as e d reimbursement for CDCs, those are Community
Development Centers, and those are pr imarily f o r me nt a l l y
retarded. It was an oversight, the Fiscal Analyst's Office, and
we have been i n c on v e r s a t i o n , so we need this amendment to fully
cover the ball. Thi s will increase the c ost , ab o u t $4 6 , 0 0 0 i n
General Funds and about 9,000 in federal funds , t o c ov e r the
additional reimbursement required under the training provisions
o f t h e b i l l . So , wi t h t h at , I'd move for the adoption of th .
a mendment , N r . Sp e a k e r .
